Doubtless It was
unwise of him to uphold ratification
of the covenant “without dotting an
4* or crossing a 't" "', but he had been
under a tremendous strain for
months, and like the artist who, at
the end of months of labor, finishes a
masterpiece, he resented the touch of
clumsy hande—and he was Justifi-
ably jealous of clever hands. He
knew what clever enemies could do
to discredit him, .

Followed then months of bhitter
campaign against the league of na-
tions. From the outset it Was been
characterized by misrepresentation
Its enemles have enlisted not only
partisan prejudice, but have deluded
those who should be its friends. An®
this was easler than one would think
possible, The document has not had
large eirculation, and even if a copy
of it were placed in the hands of
every citizen, it wouldn’t be widely
read, It lsn't easy reading. Nine
hundred and ninety-nine out of a
thousand will lay it aside and turn to
something that's easier. Pretty soon
thelr eye catches a newspaper head-
line: "England Hes Six Voles to Our
One,"” or perhaps they heard Major
Teddy Roosevelt, Jr., tell mothers
their gons might be sent to Ireland.
Both of these are untrue—or, at the
best, half-truths, but the damagge has
been done. The voter has scen or
heard enough—he makes no effort to
find out the truih, Some, &l
eouldn’'t understand the document if
they read {t a hundred thmes,  Dut
the majority have made no real ef-
fort to understand it.

They will (ell you that the United
Bltates isn't interested in the quarrels
of the world. But “no man Fveih
to Lhlmeelf and no man dieth to him-

self."” No nation ean live alone
No nation is self-sufficient. The
United S'ates stands (o gain more
from the abolishment of war than
any other nation on the faee of the

globe, and ver, comilug alter one o!
the wost disasirous wars in his' ory,
the first really constructive atte mpt |
to end war is met with opposition in |
this country-—of all places. |

Doubtless the league isn't perfeet.
Doubtless changes may be made
from time to time, as the trial of the
plan demonstrates their necessity.
But nine-tenths of the reservations
propesed are political poppyeock,
and the other tenth aren't important.

Whichever party wins, there will
doubtless be a league, Should the
republicans win, and suddenly see
the light and put through practically
the same league as they are row op
posing, future generations will have
bitter things to say of the men who,
for political advantage, dared 1o play
with a matter of such amazing im-
portance.
